Company Spokesman

Striking Public Service Co. 
bus and streetcar operators to- 
day were ordered by their union 
officers to return to work im- 
mediately and end the wildcat 
transportation strike, which has 
halted mass transit since early 
yesterday. 

At 2 p.m. a company spokes- 
man announced that busses 
would begin operating from the 
Hodiamont garage, 1019 Hodia- 
mont avenue. Eight lines, ine 
cluding Kingshighway and Page, 
operate from that garage. 

John Rowland, first vice prés- 
ident of the union, told a small 
group of operators at the De- 
Baliviere garage he intended ,to 
drive the first bus out of there 
at 4 o'clock. His remarks were 
cheered, but the other operators 
present told Rowland they would 
not take their busses out. 

Police received a general or- 
der to be on the lookout for 
busses or streetcars and to 
guard against violence. 

Ordered Back at 4 p.m. 

Arthur J. Carroll, president of 
Local 788, who issued the back- 
to-work order in the name ofthe 
union executive board at a 
meeting at St. Louis House, 
broadcast instructions to the 
union men to report for work 
at 4 p.m. today. 

He told reporters, however, he 
could not promise that the or- 
der would be obeyed. “We will 
know more about it in the morn- 
ing,” Carroll observed. 

Questioning of individual 
union members as the men left 
the hall at 2345 Lafayette ave- 
nue indicated that some intend- 
ed going to company garages 
and car barns “to see what 
develops.” 

‘“I’m not going to be the first 
out,” was a general expression 
overheard among the departing 
groups. Some men expressed 
fear of violence in the event a 
few started operations with the 
majority still on strike. 

Carroll, who experienced dif- 
ficulty in adjourning the meet- 
ing, told reporters the decision 
of the men would not be fully 
learned until tomorrow. 

“If more than half of them 
show up for work this after- 
noon, we will feel the strike has 
been broken,” the union leader 
remarked. He added the hope 
that a majority would return in 
time for the evening rush hour 
today. 

No vote was galled for, or 
taken, at the meeting. Leaders 
indicated that

SENATE PASSES 
FOREIGN AD BL 
WITHOUT A CUT 


Three Attempts to Trim 
It Voted Down—Cut- 


plus Rider Adopted. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
—The $5,318,000,000 foreign aid 
authorization bill has survived 


attacks by budget-cutters in its 
first Senate floor test, but Re- 
publican leaders practic#ily in- 
vited some reductions on the 
second round. 

With Democrats providing the 
bulk of the votes on the key 
test, the Senate leadership 
turned back all reductions be- 
fore the body passed the au- 
thorization measure by a voice 
vote late yesterday. 

However, Senate Republican 
Leader Taft of Ohio and other 
top Republicans assured their 
colleagues they were perfectly 
free to vote to cut later when 
the foreign aid appropriation 
bill comes up. 

The authorization bill merely 
fixes the ceiling for sums that 
can be apprapriated for the pro- 
gram in the fiscal year which 
began yesterday. 

The President had submitted 
a $5,474,000,000 bill to Congress 
as a rock bottom figure. The 
measure passed by the Senate 
was only $156,000,000 less than 
this request. 

The House voted $320,000,000 
les than the Senate, or $4,998,- 
000,000. The differences now 
will be compromised in confer- 
ence between the two chambers.

Mahon Amendment: to

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
The House today gave President 
Eisenhower a major policy vic- 
tory by defeating attempts to 
add $1,175,000,000 to his budget 
for the Air Force. 

. Voice votes turned down four 
amendments by Representative 
Mahon (Dem.), Texas, to boost 
the budget by this amount—the 
minimum that Gen. Hoyt Van- 
denberg, retired Air Force Chief 
of Staff, said was needed to 
keep the Air Force building to- 
ward 143 wings by mid-1957. 

The Eisenhower administra- 
tion counting in a $240,000,000 
slash by the Appropriations 
Committee, cut $5,030,000,000 
from the budget recommended 
by former President Truman for 
the Air Force. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson 
contends the build-up of combat 
air strength will be more rapid 
under the few plans than un- 
der those made during the Tru- 
man Administration. 

The immediate goal is an Air 
Force of 120 wings. A wing 
ranges. from 30 bombers to 75 
fighter planes. 

Tentative Action. 

The action of Mahon’s amend- 
ments was tentative in that it 
could be changed before final 
passage of the Defense Depart- 
ment appropriation. 

The battle over air wings 
dominated nearly two days’ de- 
bate on the slashed $34,434,- 
140,500 defense budget for the 
year ending June 30, 1954. 

Earlier, the House tentatively 
approved without change $12,- 
982,000,000 for the Army, $9,- 
384,383,000 for the Navy and 
$1,019,500,000 for the Secretary 
of Defense.

(The Associated Press reported 
the Department of Agriculture 
announced that Government- 
owned livestock feed will be of- 
fered to drouth-plagued farm- 
ers in the southwest at prices 
ranging from about 40 to 50 per 
cent below cost. 

(The delivered prices are as 
follows: Cottonseed pellets and 
meal $35 a ton, corn $1 a bushel, 
wheat $1.10 and oats 50 cents. 
The Government’s cost of these 
commodities, acquired under 
farm price support program, 
average $60.50 for cottonseed 
pellets and meal, $1.61 for corn, 
$2.49 for wheat and $1 for oats. 

(‘By comparison, prices for 
these feeds in the southwest 
have been about $80 for cotton- 
seed feeds, $1.60 for corn, $1.85 
for wheat and 70 cents for oats.) 

Hearings Scheduled. 

Both Senate and House Agri- 
culture Committees scheduled 
hearings Monday on the multi- 
million dollar drouth relief bill 
submitted to Congress yesterday 
by the Department of Agricul- 
ture.

Korean anti-Communist war 
prisoners were released June 18 
and thereafter on order of 
President Syngman Rhee in a 
move that stalled the armistice 
talks on the verge of signing.

Warning on Penalties. 

Carroll issued a warning of 
the severe penalties which may 
be assessed under the King- 
Thompson Act. 

Under penalties provided by 
the act, individual workers who 
participate in a strike after a 
public utility has been seized by 
the state are deprived of all. 
seniority. 

Labor unions which call, incite 
or support such a strike after 
seizure are liable to a penalty 
of $10,000 a day for each day the 
stoppage continues, the penalty 
to be recovered in a civil action. 
Any union officer guilty of a 
similar violation is subject to a 
penalty of $1000, recoverable by 
the state in a civil action. 

Company officers said today 
that equipment is ready and 
waiting to'be taken out. Busses 
have been serviced and $ched- 
ules can be resumed as soon as 
drivers are available. 

About 30 strikers, who gath- 
ered across the street from the 
South Broadway sheds following 
the meeting, told a reporter they 
were there “to see that nobody 
takes a bus out.”

It 
also provided for five paid holi- 
days and three weeks’ vacation 
after 10 years’ service. 


Objection to the proposed 
agreement was the loss of take- 
home pay in the change from 
six to five days. The men, now 
paid $1.70 an hour for 48 hours’ 
work a week, wanted the same 
wage, $81.60 a week, for five 
days, union leaders said. The 
company offer would amount 
eventually to a rate of $1.87 an 
hour, and the strikers want the 
rate to be $2.04 hourly. The 
offer had the approval of a ma- 
jority of the union executive 
board.

Shifting of operatigns from 
six to five days was suggested 
by the company as follows: 25 
per cent of the employes to be 
converted to five-day operation 
next Nov. 1, and five additional 
shifts of 15 per cent each at in- 
tervals, ending Feb. 1, 1955. This 
proposal was unacceptable, éspe- 
cially to the younger men.

A similar wildcat strike by 
Public Service Co. employes in 
August 1950 lasted three days. 
The walkout ended following 
conferences between Acting 
Mayor Charles E. Albanese and 
leaders of a union rump group 
directing the strike. The state, 
meanwhile, had seized the com- 
pany under the King-Thompson 
Act, but had not begun opera- 
tion. 


The anti-utility strike law, au- 
thorizing the Governor to seize 
and operate a strike-bound pub- 
lic utility if he finds the public 
health and welfare endangered, 
is still on the state statute books. 

However, labor leaders attach 
little importance to the act since 
the United States Supreme 
Court knocked out a similar law 
in W nsin. 

The Missouri Supreme Court 
upheld that portion of the act 
providing for a staté mediation 
board and the voluntary media- 
tion of labor disputes, but it did 
not pass on the seizure powers 
or the strict penalties provided 
for violation of the act. ‘ 

Prior to the Supreme Court 
decision, former Attorney Gen- 
eral J. E. Taylor had held in 
an opinion that the entire act 
was unconstitutional in the light 
of the United States Supreme 
Cour decision in the Wisconsin 
case. Until the Missouri Su- 
preme Court rules on the con- 
troversial portions of the act,

DECLARATION OF 
FREEDOM HERITAGE 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower affixed 
his signature today to a declara- 
tion that “the heritage of free- 
dom which we cherish as Ameri- 
cans is from God.” 

The signing of the large 
leather-bound brochure touched 
off a year-long ““March of Free- 
dom” sponsored by the National 
Association of Evangelicals “to 
emphasize the fact that freedom 
depends on faith in God.” 

Earlier, the President issued 
a proclamation calling on Amer- 
icans to observe July 4 as a day 
of penance and prayer. 

The declaration, to be signed 
later by other leading govefn- 
ment officials, cites the seven 
“divine freedoms” of the twen- 
ty-third Psalm —freedom from 
want, from hunger, from thirst, 
from: sin, from fear, from ene- 
mies and, finally, the freedom 
to live abundantly. 

The Evangelical Association 
sponsoring the declaration de- 
scribes itself as a voluntary as- 
sociation of denominations, in- 
dividuals afd local churches 
comprising about 10,000,000 
Americans of Protestant faiths.

FOR LANGENBERG 
AS TAX EVADER 


Sentenced 
by U.S. Judge Moore 
for Evading Payment 
of $1665 for 1946. 


Marion F. Langenberg, a cer- 
tified public accountant, ‘was 
sentenced to a year and a day 
in prison by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore 
today for evading payment of 
$1665 in taxes on his 1946 in- 
come. He ha en found guilty 
by a jury June 18, 

In fixing penalty Judge Moore 
pointed out that Langenberg, 
whose business was making out 
tax returns for others, had paid 
$2731, including penalties and 
interest, on his 1946 income 
after revenue agents asked him 
to file an amended return. 

The judge said he would as- 
sess no fine against Langenberg 
because of the payments he had 
made and of the fact that he 
would lose his C.P.A. license,

Early last month, Norodom 
fled from Cambodia into Siam 
as a protest gesture against 
French authority and he has not 
yet returned to his capital at 
Pnom Penh.

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Monsanto Opposes Compulsory 
Licensing of Atomic Patents

WASHINGTON, July 2—Mon- 
santo Chemical Co. of St. Louis 
objects strongly to any plan for 
compulsory licensing of atomic 
patents, although the company 
has a policy of granting broad 
patent rights voluntarily to its 
competitors, a congressional 
committee was told yesterday. 
Edwin J. Putzell Jr., secretary 
of Monsanto, was questioned in 
detail on this point at a public 
hearing of the Senate-House 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, which is studying the 
possibilities of atomic power 
production. 

“We in the chemical industry 
happen to believe that competi- 
tion is good for us,” Putzell told 
the committee, pointing out that 
Monsanto had licensed 68 other 
firms to produce its patented 
soil conditioner, Krilium. ’ 

In the atomic energy field, in 
which Monsanto and Union Elec- 
tric Co. have proposed construc- 
tion of ae! Vechten’ te — 

Pp ect ce 
pondit Monsanto would 
want to license any patents it 
might obtain “as broadly as we 
could,” Putzell said, 

Remark on Inconsistency. 

Representative W. Sterling 
Cole (Rep.), New York, chair- 
man 6f the joint committee, said 
it seemed to him inconsistent 
that the company had a policy 
of: licensing use of its patents 
and yet disapproved of cofpul- 
sory licensing. 

Putzell replied that compul- 
sory licensing would interfere 
with the maintenance of high 
standards in the industry.

Senator John oO. Pastore 
(em.), Rhode Island, observed 
that perhaps the atomic patent 
question had been over-empha- 
sized. Putzell, appearing to 
agree, said an erroneous idea 
had grown up that all nuclear 
ideas were patentable. He point- 
ed out that much nuclear re- 
search concerns natural laws, 
which are not patentable. 

Pastore, suddenly changing his 
tone, then said, “And yet, we 
don’t see Monsanto ready to in- 
vest in the atomic power busi- 
ness unless it has patent rights.” 

“One of the incentives would 
be the right to patent some- 
thing if we do make a discov- 
ery,” Putzell replied. 

In answer to another question 
by Pastore, Putzell said it might 
be practical to allow atomic pat- 
tents for a term ‘shorter than 
the 17 years employed in other 
patents. But he said he thought 
atomic power eventually would 
become more like other § scien- 
tific. fields and probably could 
be regulated in similar ways. 

“All I can say is, it’s wonder- 
ful to be Monsanto at this time,” 
Pastore said, “because it is set 
u® to take advantage of the 
situation. A small, little com- 
pany will just have to wait for 


————| Monsanto to develop something 
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and then pay the royalties.” 
On Secrecy Restrictions. 

Asked about the significance 
of secrecy restrictions in the 
field atomic energy, Putzell 
said, “We believe that anyone 
who is a qualified scientist and 
is given some plutonium can 
make use of the unclassified 
knowledge that is available 
around the world and build a 
reactor. It may take him some 
time, but he can do it.” 

Putzell denied emphatically 
that the Monsanto-Union Elec- 
tric plan for a reactor, financed 
largely by the contract sale of 
by-product plutonium to the 
Government, would be a subsi- 
dized venture. 

Representative Chet Holi- 
field (Dem.), California, took 
issue with him on this point, say- 
ing no risk capital would be in- 
volved if the firm could amor- 
tize its investment rapidly and 
had assurance of a cancellation 
bonus if the Government should 
stop purchasing plutonium. 

The “dual-purpose” approach 
was suggested in 1950 by Charles 
Allen Thomas, president of Mon- 
santo. It led to the AEC’s invi- 
tatiom to four industrial teams 
to study the feasibility of atomic 
power through this approach. 

Putzell said that the Atomic 
Energy Act should be modified 
to permit private ownership of 
nuclear reactors under adequate 
governmental security and safety 
regulations. He said patents in 


the atomic energy field should 


be permitted on new develop- 
ments. 
Position Summarized. 

Summing up the Monsanto po- 
sition on patents, he said: “If 
research results are available to 
competitors without effort on 
their part, then each is likely to 
wait for the other to spend re- 
search dollars and overall prog- 
ress in industry will slow down.” 

Another witness, Willis Gale, 
chairman of Commonwealth Edi- 
son Co. of Chicago, opposed the

‘MUTILATOR’ OF _ 
WATCHES TESTS 
NEW REPAIRMEN 


GRAND RAPIDS, July 2 (UP) 
—The job of “watch mutilator” 
is unusual but the title is mis- 
leading, says T. F. Barnes, a 
local horologist. 

Barnes explained that his job 
takes great skill. He has to put 
a watch out of commission by 
disturbing some minute part of 
the works.

cy. 
First Major Split in 1947. 


He voted against the other 
commissioners in 1947 in what 
was said to be the first split 
within the AEC on a major is- 
sue. This was over the shipment 
of radioactive iron isotopes to a 
Norwegian military research unit. 


Strauss opposed the shipment, 
interpreting the Atomic Energy 
Act as prohibiting the action be- 
cause of military applications of 
the tsotopes. Isotopes, which 
have been called “super-charged 
atoms,” are created by bombard- 
ing ordinary atoms with neu- 
trons. 

This narrow interpretation of 
the law was derided by David E. 
Lilienthal, then AEC chairman, 
who said only basic research was 
involved and that the relation 
of the shipment to any military 
application was “about the rela- 
tion between a 10-penny nail and 
a chicken house.”

For Stockpile Secrecy. 
Several times, Strauss 
challenged the view that the 
United. Statés should tell the 
world the size of its atomic 
weapons stockpile. This proposal 
has been made recently by his 
predecessor as AEC chairman, 
Gordon Dean, and by J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, who headed the 
wartime atomic bomb project at 
Los Alamos, N.M. 

Much more than just the num- 
ber of bombs would have to be 
known, Strauss has argued, for 
a person to determine whether 
the nation had just enough, too 
few or too many. He said so 
much information would be 
necessary to answer this ques- 
tion intelligently that the de- 
tailed war plans of the United 
States would have to be made 
public. 

Strauss told the Post- 
Dispatch that his present view 
of atomic secrecy is_ that 
“there is teo much all-over 
security and not enough se- 
curity where it is needed.”

He pointed out that exchange’ 


of atomic information with for- 
eign nations now is a changed 
issue because the Atomic Energy 
Act has been amended to per- 
mit such exchanges under cer- 
tain conditions. One of the con- 
ditions, incidentally, may some- 
time involve Strauss’s tendency 
to dissent—a unanimous vote of 
the commissioners is required. 


Dissents Not Numerous. 


Strauss’s dissents, although 
sometimes spectacular, actually 
were few in number. It was 
brought out by a congressional 
committee that he had differed 
with the other commissioners 
only about 12 times in 500 de- 
cisions. 


The Democratic majority of 
the Senate-House Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy had 
this te say about Strauss in 
1949: “The fact that one com- 
missioner has demonstrated 
the courage and independence 
to dissent upon occasion lends 
added validity to decisions in 
which he concurred. ... The 
existence of invariable una- 
mimity would create doubt as 
to whether the five-man direc- 
torate were functioning as 
Congress intended.” 

Atomic energy is one of three 
fields in which Strauss has at- 
tained great prominence. He is 
one of the few Navy reservists 
in history to reach flag rank, 
having been made a rear ad- 
miral in October, 1945. For the 
last three years, he has been 
financial adviser and consultant 
to the five multimillionaire 
Rockefeller brothers.

This is “dramatically under- 
lined by the participation of 
large numbers of young people 
throughout he Soviet zone in the 
uprising of June 17,” the report 
said. 

“A large number of the per- 
sons killed and wounded were 
under 20 years of age, and the 
Soviet controlled press has been 
forced to admit that many of 
the demonstrators arrested were 
teen-age boys and girls.” 

The report is based on ac- 
counts from many refugee teach- 
ers who have fled to the West. 

“These teachers report that 
the most unpopular subject is 
the Russian language, required 
in all schools,” the survey said, 
and their pupils “show strong 
resistance” to attempts at Com- 
munist indoctrination.

It would also mean slashes 
in the government investment 
program in the homeland and in 
the scattered overseas posses- 
sions. 

According to left-wing critics, 
slashes in the government pro- 
gram could scarcely be accom- 
panied by corresponding in- 
creases in private investment. 
Besides the history of the last 
half century in France has 
shown scant private interest in 
making the investments in mod- 
ernizations which most French 
agree are essential to keep them 
in the international race. 

A “left” austerity, the same 
analyst continues, would mean 
a withdrawal from the Indochina

Seldom does one press conference produce as 
much news as came out of President Eisen- 
hower’s meeting with the Washington corre- 
spondents Wednesday. Any one of the half- 
dozen important themes discussed would have 
been prominent news in itself. 

The President expressed a thoroughly sound 
view of unrest in the parts of Europe dominated 
by the Communists and of the relation of the 
United States to that situation. Free peoples, 
as Mr. Eisenhower said, welcome these manifes- 
tations that those who have known freedom are 
willing to undergo sacrifice to regain the liberty 
they have lost. 

It is not, however, for the United States to 
provide any active support for revolt in the 
satellite countries, and on this the President 
was as positive as he was on the breadth of the 
unrest itself.

President Cool- 
idge’s nomination of Charles B, Warren to be 
Attorney General had come to a vote with un- 
expected swiftness and the Vice President put 
on most of his clothes in the taxi in his earnest- 
ness to be there before the tally was completed. 
He arrived ‘too late and Mr. Warren never be- 
came Attorney General. 

Mr. Nixon would enjoy certain advantages 
over Vice President Dawes, of course, when it 
came to getting into his pants within the small 
confines of a taxicab. For ong thing, he is a 
younger man—Dawes was 60 at the time—and 
therefore Mr. Nixon is presumably more agile as 
well as more fully imbued with determination. 

Furthermore Mr. Nixon would not be obliged 
to smoke a large underslung pipe while putting 
on his pants in the cab (we presume Mr. Dawes

continued smoking it on that occasion; he con- 
tinued smoking it everywhere else). And with 
the passage of a quarter-century since Mr. 
Dawes's mad race \to Capitol Hill, men in gen- 
eral have learned through repeated travel in 
lower and upper berths to get into their trou- 
sers with neither elbow or knee room. 

If Vice President Nixon takes the course of 
wisdom, however, he will never have to put his 
prowess to the test. He will cast his deciding 
vote here and now to be on the Senate floor, 
fully dressed and unwinded, whenever the time 
comes to cast a crucial Yea or Nay. 
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Present Position: Unchanged 
Syngman Rhee has sent the United States a 
new note on his “present position” which con- 
tains no concessions to the idea of a truce in 
Korea. A spokesman for him says: 


He believes that nothing but military 
— can bring about the unification of 
orea. 


This is precisely the case and the United Na- 
tions, which has fought to stop aggression in 
Korea, can be thankful, in a way, that Rhee is 
so frank, The aging President wants unity by 
force—unity for his government with United 
Nations force. And that is not the purpose of the 
U.N.’s long battle in Korea. 

Secretary of State John Foster Dulles already 
has explained this contradiction to a group of 
Senators of both parties. He said the United 
States could not possibly agree to Rhee’s de- 
mand that this country back any effort Rhee 
might later make to unify Korea, in return for 
his support of the present truce proposals. 

The Senators generally agreed. Some, appar- 
ently influenced by such Asia-firsters as Sena- 
tor McCarthy, criticized the U.N. handling of 
the exceptionally hard-to-handle South Korean 
President. But their sympathy for Rhee did not 
extend to spilling American blood for a victory 
which he could not win without help. . 

In this attitude the Senators undoubtedly in- 
terpreted the thoughts of their constituents. 
Americans can easily sympathize with Rhee’s 
dream of a united Korea, if not with Rhee’s ac- 
tions. But this nation joined a collective action 
to stop a Communist attack, not to enforce 
Rhee’s schemes at tragic expense. 

This is the U.N.’s policy and the Administra- 
tion’s policy, and the Senate owes it solid sup- 
port against Rhee’s roadblock to a truce. 
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Trade Not Aid Item 


Seven American porcelain firms are protest- 
ing against the possibility that a Japanese com- 
petitor’s low bid for 100,000 insulators for the 
Bonneville Power Administration will be accept- 
ed. Domestic manufacturers have filed their 
exceptions with the Interior Department “in 
the interest of keeping the business in this 
country.” 

Assuming that Secretary McKay agrees with 
them, where should the Japanese look for a 
market? China is Japan’s traditional market. 
But if the Japanese were to attempt to sell their 
100,000 insulators in Communist China, wouldn't 
there be a mighty howling from Washington? 

Perhaps the Japanese ought to forget about 
trade and bid for a little aid. 
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Gov. Stratton’s Fine Veto 

Gov. Stratton deserves very warm commenda- 
tion for his veto for the Broyles bill. This would 
have created an elaborate system of loyalty 
oaths for teachers and public officials and other 
dubious devices to produce patriotic citizens. 

The Illinois Legislature had the good judg- 
ment to junk the Broyles bill for the creation 
of a $65,000 commission to .waste time and 
money investigating schools and colleges. Gov. 
Stratton’s veto spares the state the bother and 
nuisance—and embarra ent—of the compan- 
ion bill which did manage to pass. 

The Governor’s veto was not an appeal to 
reason such as Adlai E. Stevenson's veto two 
years ago. Mr. Stratton limited his opposition 
to the broad character of the oath requirement 
which would have made an oath obligatory, in 
the Governor’s opinion, to the “employes of 
every board, commission, council, department, 
court, instrumentality or agency of the state.” 

But limited or not, the veto kills the bill and 
Illinois will go without Broyles nonsense for at 
least two more years. For his veto, Gov. Strat- 
ton will be bitterly criticized by some—includ- 
ing the super-patriots who have worked for 
some four legislative sessions to put this legisla- 
tion through. He will be widely applauded by 
Illinoisans who try to live in the tolerant tradi- 
tion of Lincoln and Altgeld. ’ 
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McCarthy’s Idea of Defense 


Senator McCarthy’s puerile abuse of Dr. Na- 
than Pusey, distinguished new president of Har- 
vard University, is easily explainable. As the 
head of Lawrence College in Appleton, Wis., 
the Senator’s.hame town, Dr. Pusey was a stead- 
fast critic of wiberthy methods. 

Dr. Pusey was one of 84 members of the 
Wisconsin Citizens’ Committee on McCarthy’s 
Record, which published a book on “The Mce- 
Carthy. Record.” What the book says about that 
record is in no wise flattering. 

This booklet, which carries Dr. Pusey’s name, 


. notes that McCarthy was censured by the State 


Supreme Court for destroying evidence in a 
case in which he was the judge; was charged 
by the State Bar Commissioners with “moral 
turpitude”; found by the State Supreme Court 
to have violated his oath as a lawyer and judge; 
disclosed to have taken $10,000 from a com- 
pany while a member of a Senate committee 
passing on that company; and so on. 

Senator McCarthy has never sought a legal 
challenge of anything which the book or its 
sponsors say. This fact makes his childish ag- 
gressions against Harvard's new president seem 
the babbling of a frustrated defendant. 
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Next Step for Sewers 

The 19 freeholders planning the proposed 
Metropolitan Sewer Authority have completed 
the draft of their charter in less than half the 
time allotted them by the State Constitution. 
This will permit them to devote the remainder 
of their year of existence to holding public 
hearings, revising the work and acquainting 
the people with it. 

The charter draft is expected to come from 
the printers in August. Copies will be distrib- 
uted to civic, business, labor, neighborhood and 
other city-county. groups, which is all to the 
good. The wider the distribution the better, for 
this is the first attempt at metropolitan unity 
and it ought to be understood by everyone. 

There is as yet no firm indication when the 
charter election will be held. But it is not too 
early for the freeholderg to be thinking about 
forming the City-County Citizens’ Committee 
that ought to be brought into being to conduct 
the campaign. Even the finest charter is no 
more than a scrap of paper if the people fail 
to vote for it.

Skyscrapers that can receive and discharge cars in minutes are 
needed, says head of realty firm which owns Hampton Village; 
streets must be redesigned to take heavy traffic; Detroit, which 
gave us the car, now ought to find us machinery to park it.

The would-be parker demands con- 
venience to his car; he will not park in 
a remote place. It has been discovered 
that the outer range, the extreme range 
of walking to the parking place, is about 
1000 feet. A man would rather get a 
ticket for parking than walk farther. 

I contend that you cannot solve this 
problem horizontally in central city 
areas. The only real solution to the 
critical downtown parking problem in 
the central city is a vertical solution. 
And a vertical so- 


lution means a 
mechanized solu- 
tion 


It does not mean 
a ramp garage. A 
ramp garage is old- 
fashioned and il- 
logical; the Pha- 
raohs used it to 
build the Pyramids. 
I don’t mean you 
cannot have ramp 
garages in special 
situations. But it is 
not the over-all so- 
lution to the down- 
town problem.

The genius available in Detroit for 


mechanical thinking, if turned on this 
problem, could figure a way in short 
order to store cars automatically in 
vertical buildings and recapture them 
without human labor. 


Revenue Potential Is High 


You will then find that the vertical 
garage can compete without subsidy for 
high-cost land, because the garage busi- 
ness is a very good business. The 
revenue potential of a garage is as 
high as in almost any investment 
known, including office buildings. 

In Detroit, the greatest mechanically- 
minded city in the world, the municipal 
government has a ramp garage solu- 
tion to a vertical problem. Why? Gen- 
eral Motors stock earned over one bil- 
lion dollars before taxes last year. What 
better investment could they have than 
a research project in mechanized auto- 
mobile parking for the downtown area? 

I am aware that it is always easy to 
talk about spending the other fellow’s 
money. But I may say our firm, which 
doesn’t compare in size with the mam- 
moth concerns in Detroit, has spent in 
research on the mechanized parking 

blem more than $500,000. 

It is high time that the inventive 
genius of Detroit should give to the 
parking of the automobile the same 
kind of thinking that was used in build- 
ing the automobile. That is step one. 
Step two brings in the municipal gov- 
ernment, the planners, the traffic engi- 
neers. The moment you have built a 
vertical garage that will take, let's say, 
5000 automobiles and will discharge 
each car in a matter of minutes, you 
have created a traffic problem at the 
street level. 


City or Car Is the Choice 


We have to make up our minds either 
to redesign the cities to cope with the 
situation, or to eliminate the use of cars 
in the cities—one or the other. It is 
just a question of which is the more 
expensive. If you do nothing, it is go- 
ing to be very expensive because there 
is only one thing that happens by itself, 
and that is economic disaster. 

We must redesign certain major cen- 
tral city areas. It means directing great 
highways into the mechanized parking 
facilities. It means an extension at the 
municipal level of the police power, the 
zoning power, the power to condemn 
and to co-operate with private enter- 
prise for redevelopment. 

And you to give more force, 
more encouragement, to that level of 


your city gov so that it can con- 
demn. It the creation of great 
-highways a 


developments 
take care of concentrated deliveries 


and discharges of automobiles. It 
means you've got to change the street 
pattern — not completely, but at 
critical points. If you don’t you're licked. 
In short, the final answer is not 
garage under a park, bur a complete 
new “look-see” at the city plant; the 
way you wish it to function and what 
you want it to look like in the future. 

There are in existence about half a 
dozen automatic parking garage de- 
vices. There have been dozens of Rube 
Goldberg conceptions—all part of the 
thing called growth. 


Plans for a 35-Story Garage 


There is the Pigeonhole crane-ele- 
vator in Los Angeles and Phoenix, the 
Park-O-Mat in Washington, and the 
Akroll device in Houston. All are 
mechanical, the last being a means, 
applicable to existing types of elevators 
and cranes, of getting the car off and 
on the hoisting device in a matter of 
seconds—obviously a crucial part of 
any mechanized operation. The first 
two involve a building unit—a special 
building capable of parking cars on 
either side of the hoisting device. 

I recently saw a very interesting new 
device that we are thinking of taking 
on ourselves. Our company is working 
closely with the Ofis Elevator Company 
in the hope of being able to find a so- 
lution—we to handle the real estate 
and design and real-estate economics, 
they the lifting problem. 

Although there is no existing device 
that fully answers the problem, there 
are several that have made real strides, 
are actually paying, and are being fran- 
chised, but they are not nearly broad 
enough or big enough. 

As a matter of fact, if they were 
they would be almost useless because 
the streets couldn’t handle them. 

We feel that it is perfectly sound fi- 
nancially to use land with high assess- 
ment value in the downtown areas of 
our cities for parking facilities. The 
economics of a garage that we now 
have on the drafting. board—it is a 35- 
story affair—indicates that if the streets 
can take care of the traffic, this garage 
can compete with the highest produc- 
tive improvement for the most expen- 
sive downtown land, and will justify 
paying the full price for it, without tax 
subsidy or anything else. 


New Type City for Survival 


It doesn’t matter whether the land is 
assessed at $2000 a front foot, $10,000 a 
front foot, or $15,000 a front foot, be- 
cause the very fact of the existence of 
those kinds of values indicates also the 
existence of that kind of demand for 
parking, and of customers. 

If you don't have the customers, you 
don't have those values. And if you 
don’t have those values, you don’t have 
the customers. 

I positively believe these projects 
should be built and operated with pri- 
vate capital. I have said that I thought 
that there was a point of merger be- 
tween the municipal government level 
and private capital; t the moment 
the municipal government has done 
these things it should abandon the 
project to private operation, 

Mechanical garages demand high- 
speed streets. High-speed streets re- 
quire a new type of city. A new type 
of city means the survival of the city 
against the suburb, without loss to 
either one.

That's the Only Secret, Says Elly Van De Velde —In Act at Shrine Circus

HERE’S no trade secret to 

the one-finger hand stand. 

All it takes is five years of 
practice, perfect balance and a 
mighty strong finger. 

That’s the comforting word 
from Elly Van De Velde, said 
to be the only girl in the world 
who has perfected the stunt of 
supporting her entire weight of 
110 pounds on her right fore- 
finger. Elly is here this week 
as a member of the Van De 
Velde troupe, starring 
Moolah Temple Shrine Circus 
and Fireworks Display at St. 
Louls Public School stadium. 
The circus began Tuesday and 
will continue through Sunday 
with performances at 8:30 p.m. 


Working without a protective 
glove, Elly does the one-finger 
hand stand on a glass tumbler

That's not unusual in the Van 
De Velde clan. Even though 
she, her husband, her brother 
and her sister-in-law are accom- 
plished acrobats, they will work 
for months, even years, on a spe- 
cial stunt before presenting it 
on a program. But when they 
introduce it, they know it’s per- 
fect and they seldom miss a cue. 

“We don't believe in faking 
a failure of a stunt in order to 
make it look harder,” said Elly’s 
brother, Albert, spokesman for 
the quartet. “My father used 
to say, ‘look at Jascha Heifetz. 
He’s a great violinist, but does 
he have to miss a note to make 
the audience realize he can 
play?’ 

“We are supposed to be pre- 
senting a perfect performance, 
relat do it perfectly the first 


Albert and Elly have had 
plenty of time to train in the 
fundamentals of acrobatics.

the top of a miniature Eiffel 
Tower, about 25 feet from the 
floor, and two couples would do 
head-to-head stands at either 
end of the board, swinging it 
around in a circle. But that was 
so dangerous that they stopped 
it after six months. 

“Father also created the stunt 
called ‘upside down bell ring- 
ers." Four persons doing head- 
to-head stands have bells on 
their ankles and wrists and play 
tunes on them by ringing the 
bells. We do the same thing in 
our show here.”

They have to watch their diet 
and exercise constantly and if 
they’re out of a show even for 
a few days, they keep working 
out. Elly, particularly, has to 
be careful not to gain too much 
weight for that right forefinger. 
Since beginning the she has 
sprained it once, but fortunately 
it has never been broken. It’s 
not insured, but she constantly 
favors her right hand and arm 
make sure there will be no 
injury.

NOTES ON SANDPAPER 


HEN it comes to selecting 

the right grade of sand- 

paper for a certain job the 
average person is pretty much 
in the dark. 

Using too fine a grade means 
that the job may take ages, 
using too coarse a grade means 
that the wood never does be- 
come as smooth as you would 
like it to be. 


To make life easier for you 
we have assembled below in 
easy to understand language 
the various grades of paper you 
are likely to need and what 
they should be used for. 


For really rough work such as 
removing paint and varnish or 
on wood that has not been 
planed very smooth you should 
use a paper of 36 grit. 

For heavy sanding where you 
want to remove imperfections 
left by the plane or chisels you 
should use a 50 grit paper. 


On average work where all 
you want to do is to remove 
small imperfections and light 
scratches, an 80 grit paper will 
do the trick. It’s also good for 
a quick runover before the final 

nding. 

When it comes to light sand- 
ing for the final work on most 
jobs a 120 grit paper is what 
you need. This will do for the 
final sanding on most of the 
home jobs you are likely to run 
across. 


But for these special very fine 


jobs such as sanding the sealer 
coat you'll need an extra fine 
paper with 220 grits. 


And by the way, what you buy 
as sandpaper isn't really sand- 
paper at all. Long ago sand- 
paper was found to be not the 
best thing for smoothing wood. 
What you'll get is aluminum 
oxide paper.

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Salad Suited to

NY WOMAN who complains 
that Friend Husband “just 
won't eat salad,” might do 
well to take a good long look 
at what she calls salad. Too 
often the Little Woman’s salad 
is likely to be a “creation” in- 
stead of something to eat. You 
don’t know if it’s a salad or a 
Lily Dache hat. It is usually 
turned out of gelatine mold and 
decorated with slices of canned 
peaches, meraschino cherries, 
whipped cream or lady fingers. 
Or if she is making what she 
fondly imagines to be a green 
salad, she cuts everything in 
fancy curlicues and adds things 
like carrots which should never 
be allowed near a self-respect- 
ing green salad. Then she won-

Truth of the matter is, men 
like salad, but most of them 
have some pretty strong ideas 
regarding what a salad should 
be. Basically, it should be green 
stuff, broken up in bite-size 
chunks, and flavored with a he- 
man dressing that has a little 
punch to it. 


Here, for instance, is a dress- 
ing which will bring a gleam 
to any man’s eye: Mash three 
large buttons of garlic. Do it 
by cutting them fine in ‘a cup, 
adding a little salt for grit, and 
going after them with a pestle. 
To this add six or eight an- 
chovie fillets. Grind them into 
the garlic. Fill the cup with 
olive oil, including the oil from 
the anchovies, 

Now, In a mixing pitcher put 
a teaspoon of salt, a tablespoon 
of paprika, a tablespoon of dry 
mustard and a half teaspoon of 
sugar. Then a squirt of tabasco 
and a pinch of sweet basil. 
Then add a half cup of vinegar 
and stir it up. Pour the garlic, 
anchovies and oil into this and 
stir it some more. Now take 
&@ pepper grinder and grind in 
a generous amount of fresh pep- 
per just before you add it to 
the salad. The effect is terrific, 
but wonderful.

IKE many other dishes, 

salad dressing can profit by 

a good shot of wine. Claret 
or sauterne vin rouge may -be 
used with excellent results. 
Here is a bit of green goods in- 
volving vin rouge which is 
worthy of any salad lovers’ at- 
tention. 

Sprinkle a big wooden salad 
bowl with salt—for abrasive— 
and then rub it well with garlic. 
Put in your broken-up greens, 
including, if you have it, a few 
leaves of fresh spinach. Sprinkle 
in a handful of cherril and the 
same amount of chopped chives. 
Now make a dressing of lemon 
juice and olive oil, four parts 
of oil to one of lemon. Season 
it with black pepper. 

Pour this over your greens 
and toss it well. Now add three 
or four tablespoons of good red 
wine. Toss it some more. Serve 
it with pieces of cheese and 
garlic bread and more red wine 
to drink and you have a meal, 
my friend, You have a meal.

Hard Day's Trip in Uranium Country 


Getting Stuck in Powder-Like Sand Is Commonplace, but Wealth May Be Just 3 Feet Off the Trail

E had been traveling down 
Indian Creek trail for al- 
most two -hours and had 
covered abcut 20 miles. I was 
with Ted Toren, a mining engi- 
meer for the 
Commission and a _ former 
Marine major. We were riding in 
one of the AEC’s Ford sedans 
and had reached a point north of 
Sixshooter Peak. 
The sand dune looked like 
any of the others we had been 
hobbling up and down. If any-

bidding than some. The jagged 
walls of the surrounding mesas 
had receded a little from the 
trail. There hadn't been any 
hairpin curves for some time.

Shoe mine we were going to 
visit. Nate was doing the mining 
with the aid of his wife and a 
burro, Ted said, and while it 
was impossible to get. coffee in 
Nate’s shack without a firm 
foundation of red desert sand 
at the bottom of the cup the 
old man had been making a 
satisfactory living from his 
uranium ore. 

We were half way up the 
dune when the engine raised 
its voice in protest. A few sec- 
onds later we were stuck. The 
wheels had dug in for only a 
couple of inches and there didn‘t 
seem to me to be any reason for 
being stuck at all until I felt 
the sand.

turn back and indicated that 

even this maneuver would 
require some effort. After 
watching the wheels grind fur- 
ther into the sand with every 
new effort at any movement, I 
could see why. 

Ted got out a bumper jack 
and a shovel and set to work. 
While I used the shovel to dig 
out the front wheels, he set up 
the jack in the rear and elevated 
one of the wheels. Then he 
collected enough sagebrush to 
stuff under the wheel and lay 
out a backward track to give it 
traction. He did the same thing 
for the other wheel, got into the 
car and with the sagebrush as a 
road bed and the combined ef- 
forts of the engine and my push- 
ing we moved backward about 
one car length. 

Ted was pleased. We were 
making excellent progress, he 
said, but it took a half hour 
and three more cycles of car- 
jacking and sagebrush-laying be- 
fore we were able to begin our 
retreat. 

In a way we had been lucky 
because we might never have 
made it to Nate’s place that day. 
We found this out a while later 
when we ran into a trailer and 
truck chauffeured by Mike Dix, 
another AEC man and a friend 
of Toren’s who had been living 
and exploring in the area for 
several weeks. Dix told us that 
Nate had abandoned the Horse 
Shoe mine more than a week 
before (which indicates how 
laboriously news travels in this 
country) and had made a won-

North, my correspondent, said 
that it had seemed out of the 
question to show his diamond 
suit in the face of South’s shut- 
out effort. South made the con- 
tract with an extra trick, of 
course, but a small slam at dia- 
ee would have been iron- 


clad. 

North argued that South’s 
hand was too good for the pre- 
emptive opening, but South dis- 
agreed, and insisted that North 
should have bid five diamonds 
over the four spades. 

Question: Who was right? 

The answer is that both South 
and North were right in their 
actual bidding, and both were 
wrong in their respective criti- 
cisms. The South hand was not 
too strong for a vulnerable four- 
spade pre-emptive; as a matter 
of fact this call announces eight 
winners, and South eould not 
count on more than seven in his 
own hand. However, the chance 
that South’s diamond suit would 
produce an extra winner made 
the bid safe enough. 

North’s pass to four spades 
was also correct; there was no 
possible way of knowing about 
the perfect diamond fit of the 
two hands, and a five-diamond 
call would have been extremely 
hazardous. 

It is not quite accurate to say 
that a six-diamond contract 
would have been “ironclad.” 
North would have had to guess 
low the missing spades lay. But 
in any case, not even fronclad 
slams can be bid under all cir- 
cumstances. Bridge is not yet 
that scientific.
